EDA grants ver^ aade for such projects as. planning and 
iapact studies, water and sewe^ systeas, tourisa facilities, 
industrial parks,' and coaaunity . facilities such as fire stations, 
coaaunity centers, and health centers, Assistance was also giv^ to / 
national Indian groups for conferences, -training prograa's, studies, 
and other types of activities, including^ t^ose related to industrial 
developaent. In addition to listing the total Indian project fundijig 
by state for the 12 year period, this docuaent iteaizes the aaounts 
and kinds of assistance given to specific tribes in each sta€e. It 
also lists the aaounts and kinds of aid awarded to the national 'level 
projects.
